Kihtor, Journal: — A copy of 
the Journal of February 15 was 
handed me by the father of two girl 
pupils at Fanwood. 

1 was interested in reading Mr. 
Boxley's article, taking an opposite 
view to that of the " Travellers 
Standard." 

Taking into account Mr. Boxley's 
experience as a workingman, his 
opinion and theories must be dis- 
counted. His references to two 
(•teen Island workmen employed as 
carpenters in the repair 1 shop of the 
United Traction Compauy in Albany, 
carries no weight, as reference to 
them is a departure from the point 
at issue, which is, " Which one of 
the five senses is most valuable from 
fety standpoint? The Traveller 
1 that any body of workmen 
would say sight, and that hearing 
comes next. 

What body of competent deaf- 
mutes would disagree with that? I 
should not care to make a case of the 
two workmen referred to, as their 
work is not such as to make a case 
that would fit the article oy the 
Travellers Standard, as they are not 
subjected to any special dangers. 

It is evident to me that Mr. Box- 
s real purpose is to antagonize, 
and disagree with the unions but 
comment is unnecessarv. 

To come back to the point at issue, 
my own employment as a coremaker 
OO the cylinder floor in 

the foundry of the American Loco- 
motive Company in ^chenectadv, 
would make a fit case. To make 
vour readers understand, I will give a 
simple detail of how cores are made. 
Shovel sand into a core box, ram 
down with a rammer, put in rods 
lengthwise and crosswise, and stick 
them in straight; put in rods with 
hooks at each end with rods in 
through the hook end of one end of 
the hook, and which will be imbedded 
in the core. The other end of book 
will Be dug out of the core and will 
be used as a hook to hoist and lower 
the core into the mold. Rods must 
be put in according to the shape of 
the core box. Having roded the 
bottom, more sand is put in and 
ra mined, and then more rods, and 
the core must be vented as an escape 
for gases while the molten iron is 



being poured into the mold. When 
the box is filled up, the top is struck 
off and smoothed down with a trowel. 
Then big heavy plates which no 
man can lift, is put on and fastened 
down with clamps and turned over, 
with the help of an electric travelling 
crane, the clamps taken off and the 
box pounded with a heavy wooden 
mallet to loosen the core inside, 
then the box is taken off with the 
help of the crane and several men. 
The core is slicked down and given 
a coat of core wash or facing, and 
then hoisted by the cranes and 
lowered on a car which is pushed 
\nto ovens where the cores are bak- 
ed. 

In tbe morning they are taken 
out and put in the molds. 

Now to come to the main point, 
which is most valuable of the five 
senses from a safety standpoint, 
sight or hearing. 

I am willing to wager dollars to 
doughnuts with Mr. Boxley that he 
is wrong and the Travellers Standard 
is right. 

Sound, as everybody knows, 
travels upwards not downwards. 
Likewise the sense of feeling travels 
upwards, not downwards. The deaf 
man can feel any jarring or rumbling 
under him or on a level with him, 
but he does not feel it if it.is over- 
head, as in a foundry. 

The men where I work must have 
their eyes with them. It is easy 
euough to be on the lookout and 
take care from being hit by any 
thing on the ground, to dodge men 
swinging a hammer or a mallet, and 
to get out of the way when a core 
box is being turned, but we cannot 
keep our eyes on the ground at our 
work and what is going on overhead 
at tbe same time. One has got to 
get out of the way of the cranes. 
None but a fool will stand under a 
crane hoisting a heavy weight of 
several hundred or several thousand 
pounds. A link in the chain is 
liable to break or the chain slip, or 
a core with hooks not properly fast- 
ened down may pull out, a rope may 
break, a clamp get loose, or a 
man may stand where he should not, 
or have his foot where it should not 
be. Hearing men are liable to get 
hurt just as much as lam. They can- 
not hear everything and see every- 
thing at the same time. There are 
two crane followers to every crane, 
whose duty is to attach the chains 
to cores, plates, or other heavy 
objects that are to be hoisted and 
moved. They follow the crane and 
if need be give warning. The crane- 
men also must be on the lookout, 
and steer their loads so that they 
will not strike the men on the ground 
who may not be on the lookout. 

I agree with the Travellers Stand- 
ard in every particular, and see no 
reason why Mr. Boxley should push 
himself forward against such expert 
knowledge as given by their article. 

He should make a strategic retreat 
to a previously prepared position.

It means some 
thing from every rural occupation — 
farming, gardening, beekeeping, 
dairying, stock-raising, etc., in fact 
everything that has any connection 
with animal industry or the pro- 
ducts of the soil. A suggestion or 
two may make matters clearer. 

Samples of grain, corn, tobacco, 
vegetables, fruits, berries, honey, 
etc. Carefully labeled. Photographs 
of homes, farm buildings, poultry 
bouses, bee colonies, live stock, 
poultry, gardens, orchards, etc. Brief 
statements printed in large letters or 
plainly written showing amount or 
extent of business operations in 
connection with any line of work. 
To the above might be added the 
model or drawing of any invention, 
or an explanation of better ways of 
doing things. All articles should be 
carefully packed and labeled with 
the name of the exhibitor and bis 
home address, and mailed or shipped 
with all charges prepaid to Warren 
Robinson, School for the Deaf, Hart- 
ford, Conn., at least a week before 
the ejecting of the Convention, so 
that there will be plenty of time to 
unpack and arrange them properly.

In a few months the N. A. D. 
convention will be held at Hartford, 
Ct. , and also gatherings of other 
bodies connected more or less closely 
with the deaf. 

A busy season is to be anticipated. 
According to an amendment to the 
by-laws adopted at the last regular 
meeting, the mode of election of the 
chief officers was changed in such 
a manner as to give every member an 
opportunity of signifying bis choice. 
The amendment provides that the 
secretary submit blank ballots to 
every member of the association 
entitled to vote, with the request that 
the member indicate his preference on 
the submitted ballot provided for that 
purpose, and return the same by 
mail within a specified time. 

There has been some opposition to 
this election on the part of a num- 
ber of more conservative members, 
who urged that as only those present 
at the triennial meetings showed an 
interest in the work of the associa- 
tion, they alone were entitled to 
vote. 

I believe this groundless. The 
fact is that the attendance at the 
meetings is determined largely by 
the place in which the meeting is 
held, with the exception of a small 
number of members who are fortu- 
nate enough to be able to attend at all 
times. Many remain away, not from 
choice, but on account of business 
or other reasons ; they take as keen 
an interest in the proceedings of the 
association as if they had met their 
fellow members face to face 
and taken part in the discussions, 
and such members are entitled to 
the privilege of a choice in the se- 
lection of the officers. 

To my way of thinking, the intro- 
duction of the new system of ballot- 
ing is one of the wisest things 
that the N. A. D. has done. It 
guarantees every candidate a square 
deal, gives every member the right 
to take his share in the conduct of 
the association, and forestalls the 
possibility of a clique gaining con- 
trol of the organization. Hitherto 
tbe absent member had no voice nor 
influence in selecting officers or in 
shaping policies, and in consequence 
a small coterie of adroit politicians 
sometimes captured the offices. The 
tyranny that often was exercised 
could never have existed had the 
mode of election now adopted been 
in force previously. The dissatis- 
faction of the greater bulk of the 
membership would not exist, and 
the association would to-day be a 
truly representative body of the deaf. 
But all tentative reforms are bound 
to develop bitches which can be 
righted in time without difficulty. 
Now that the choice of officers is in 
the hands of the members, it is in- 
cumbent on them to exercise the 
franchise with an eye single to the 
best interests of the association. The 
coming election will serve as tbe 
supreme test, showing whether or not 
the membership is equal to the op- 
portunities. If I have an influence 
among my readers in this matter, I 
shall be glad to refer them to the 
Masaniello ticket. Afasaniello' s ar- 
ticle appearing in Journal March 8, 
1 91 7, should be read over and over 
again by all concientious members 
desirous of doing the right thing to 
themselves and their brethren at 
large. 

The history of the past few years 
has demonstrated the necessity of 
compact organization, in order to 
make an effective stand against the 
tide of inimical influences that threat- 
en the deaf more and more. The 
deaf have propaganda work to do, 
and they will do it in a spirit of fair- 
ness and sanity. There is one parti- 
cular point upon which all of us 
must make up our minds, and which 
we must express in our associations, 
and that is the elimination of ultra 
oralism from schools. It is pre- 
eminently the function of the N. A 
D. to guard the efficiency of the 
systems and methods for the in- 
struction of the deaf. 

The time is particularly favorable 
for inaugurating action of this kind, 
and the opportunity must not be lost 
of showing our sincerity in opposing 
ultra-oralism as being but a legal 
form of exploiting certain misfor- 
tunes of mankind. There is yet 
plenty of time for mature reflection 
and consideration along this line, 
and the members ought to come to- 
gether next July with opinions well 
formed and with some definite plan 
of action for combating "Voltaism" 
or ultra-oralism. This is the sub- 
sidized cabal which, under pretense 
of working for the general good, is 
in reality only seeking to control 
legislation in the interest of its own 
selfish schemes; which has succeeded 
in some cases and is still endeavoring 
by law to exclude from the schools 
all methods and systems but their 
own; which, in short, is trying to 
put upon the statute books of States 
and nation, laws that will, in effect, 
establish a kind of Volta priesthood, 
to which only their own members 
will be eligible, with power and con- 
trol over the mind, health and 
happiness of the deaf. God help 
tbe poor, hapless child of silence, if 
this cult ever succeeds in its under- 
taking. Let no mau call this a false 
alarm. If there are those inclined 
to do so, let them read the Volta 
publications. Let them scan the 
proceedings of ultra-oral ist ic gather- 
ings. If they will do this they will 
see that I am not trying to create a 
bugaboo to frighten timid souls, but 
will find a Volta emissary in every 
State working quietly with the 



always available endowment funds 
to crystalize sentiment in favor of 
the legislative ideas of the oral 
proselytism. 

I am hoping that theN. A. D. will 
develope an esprit de corps which 
will react as a strong incentive in 
discovering and exposing those for 
whom human inlii milivcs are but a 
cloak for shielding nefarious and 
mercenary practices. t Voltaism is a 
purely business proposition for put- 
ting money into the pockets of its 
promoters. I dismiss with contempt 
any suggestion of philanthropy 
discernible in Voltaism, and warn 
the N. A. D. to be ever watchful for 
this species of impostor, who is more 
to be dreaded than the poor devils 
who masquerade for a living by pre- 
suming upon the charity of the 
passers-by. Indeed, we must see to 
it that no man, or set of men, with 
axes to grind, ought to be placed in 
official position, and especially posi- 
tions where, by force of law, they 
can compel compliance with their 
views, and influence legislation 
designed for the exclusive benefit of 
themselves and no one else, and yet 
retain the pose before the world as 
benefactors to the deaf, notwithstand- 
ing the facts are otherwise. The 
average citizen has no conception of 
the flimsy subterfuges resorted to by 
ultra-oralists to produce the Sp 
pearance of speech where there can 
be no speech. Every one of, us who 
has gone through this miserable oral 
process, and I have gone through it, 
can recall the tricks and shifts and 
artifices called into play by the tutors 
during exercises, not only to delude 
the unwary, but slso to compromise 
their own conscience with the futlity 
of it and, it would strike us as being 
highly amusing were it not so fraught 
with anguish and humiliation for 
those who were victimized by the 
lure that oralism flaunts before the 
bereft of hearing, who naturally al 
ways hunger for speech and receive 
it not, because thejhandicap generally 
lies beyond human aid. 

Ultra-oralism has heen able to re- 
tain its present hold on the imagina- 
tion of the guardians of the deaf 
children, largely because it shrewdly 
and effectively plays upon the innate 
craving of parents to hear their 
children talk. It carefully avoids 
the sad verdict " no hope," with 
which heads of the schools of the 
deaf are so painfully familiar with 
regard to articulation among the 
deaf. Ultra-oralism steadfastly 
refuses to recognize the hopelessness 
of any case* It insists that speech 
salvage is possible for all the deaf. 
They know better but will never 
admit it, because if they did ultra- 
oralism would be relegated to the 
realms of exploded myths. Ultra- 
oralism is an exploded myth ! 

I have made iteration and reitera- 
tions, here with the hope of indelibly 
impressing in the minds of my readers 
the importance of being on guard for 
"copperheads" and traitors, with 
which this world is infested just now. 
The Voltaists fear us, and will go far 
to thwart us, when we begin to go 
at them. Our safety lies in placing 
the right men in charge of the N. A. 
D. So when you cast your vote, 
do so with a clear conscience and may 
tbe best man win.
